October 28, 2009, for further commission review.' Specifically, 

the commission suspends J.C. Trucking LLC's proposals to 

establish: (1) a one-hundred fifty percent surcharge for certain 

island of Maui shipments (see Item No. 7 of J.C. Trucking' s 

transmittal); and (2) a two hundred percent surcharge for certain 

island of Kauai shipments (see Item No. 8 of J.C. Trucking's 

transmittal). The other proposed tariff changes set forth in 

J.C. Trucking's transmittal will be allowed to take effect, 

effective from November 28, 2009. By December 17, 2009, 

J.C. Trucking shall file with the commission, with copies served 

upon the Division of Consumer Advocacy, information and data that 

'see also J.C. Trucking's informational letter, dated 
November 3, 2009, filed on November 5, 2009. By this Order, the 
commission does not open an investigation of J.C. Trucking' s 
proposed tariff changes, and thus, will not consider any motions 
to intervene or participate at this time. See Hawaii 
Administrative Rules § 6-61-57 (3) (B) (motions to intervene or 
participate must be filed within twenty days after the commission 
orders the investigation of a proposed tariff change). Instead, 
the commission suspends in part J.C. Trucking's transmittal for 
the purpose of reviewing additional information and data to be 
filed by J.C. Trucking.
